that it is there, ready for an emergency, 
has the same whole- 


some effect as though the latent power were in fulloperation. 
The great squadron of warships riding peacefully at anchor 
in the bay of San Francisco 
is not iuteuded 
to provoke 
a 


quarrel; 
not a menace 
to Japan in particular which has sud- 


denly jumped to the front rank 
as 
a military and naval 


power. Itsimply means that the United States is able to pro- 
tect her interests 
throughout 
her 
vast possessions. 
It is 


hoped that this nation will never 
be called 
upon 
to turn 


loose these engines ofdestruction against either 
a foreigu or 


domestic foe, stillthe ever-increasing 
armaments 
of other na- 


tions impel us to be in a state of readiness. 
Itis regrettable 


that this is so, inasmuch as 
the 
maintenance 
of army and 


navy in this as in every other civilized country, is a serious 
drain upon the physical energies of the nation, as 
well as a 


grave problem from a financial standpoint. 
The day 
must 


surely come when 
the nations 
from sheer inability to with- 


stand the drain, must call a halt in this policy, and adopt re- 
trenchment. 
In the present 
spirit of international rivalry 


armies and uavies on a big scale 
cannot 
be dispensed 
with, 


and therefore every patriotic citizen must feel proud in the 
consciousness 
that iv these 
respects 
America 
is keeping 


abreast of the mightiest in the arts of war. 


The republican primary election 
last week was a surprise 


to both 
the contending 
factious. ;It was thought that two 


points 
would .be definitely settled by the electors'. 
First, 


whether the reform 
wing, known as the Lincoln-Roosevelt 


League, or the old machine methods which so* seriously im- 
paired the party strength at the last general election, should 
control the organization 
for the coming two years; 
and, sec- 


ondly, whether the California delegation 
to the 
national con- 


vention would be committed 
to support Taft for presidential 


candidate. 
The resut, however, has 
failed to clear 
up the 


situation as regards either proposition. In the large cities the 
reformers 
seem to have won; but only about 
one-third ofthe 


total membership 
was elected 
by cities where 
the primary 


law is made compulsory, and in these the machine represent- 
ed by the state committee 
secured 
a stong minority. 
The 


other delegates 
were either elected at semi-official primaries, 


or by the pernicious plan of appointment by the respective 
county committees. 
Itseems strange, after the experience of 


the past that the latter method was resorted 
to in any case. 


Itwas so emphatically 
sat down upon by the 
voters 
that it 


was thought that such usurpation of authority would not be 
attempted again for many years. 
But it was in not a few 


instances, and this fact is apt to cause 
a storm in the state 


convention which assembled in Sacramento 
yesterday. 
These 


appointed delegates 
are expected 
to stand in with the old re- 


gime, and withtheir help the organization 
forces believe they 


can dominate 
the convention 
easily. 
This, however, is not 


conceded by the leaguers, 
who hope that 
the moral effect of 


their successes 
at the regular primaries 
willsweep many .an 


otherwise doubtful delegate 
to their standard. 


As for the presidential 
preference 
issue, Taft failed to get 


the popular indorsement. 
The majority voting on this issue 


wanted Roosevelt 
for a third term, withTaft a strong second 


choice. 
So that the political situation is no clearer from the 


action of the primaries. 
Indeed., it is more complicated than 


ever. 
In spite of the oft-repeated 
declaration 
that 
he would 


not be a candidate under any circumstances, 
there is a strong 


desire to force the nomination 
upon Roosevelt 
anyhow, 
and 


put the refusal squarely up 
to him. If the sentiment 
ex- 


pressed at the primaries is to govern, 
the California delega- 


tion is pledged to support Roosevelt —who is not a candidate, 
and willnot take the nomination iftendered. 
Itis certainly 


a peculiar line-up, suggestive 
of grave possibilities in the 


event of a protracted 
struggle 
over 
the nomination 
at Chi- 


cago. 
For the sake of party harmony a movement 
is being 


started looking to the withdrawal of a number of prominent 
candidates, withthe object of securing the nomination of Taft 
on the first ballot. 
This plan might avoid a lot of bitterness 


inthe convention, as wellas much 
soreness 
throughout 
the 


campaign.

tbe bay in single file, except that tbe 
torpedo 
boats kept on tbo off side of 


tbe battleships,

The 
battleships 
and 


cruisers woro easily 
distinguishable, 


the former being shorter and having 
three smokestacks, 
while the cruisers, 


designed for speed 
as

purposes,

and were considerably 


longer than tbe other class.

vessels were painted white, except tbe 
torpedo boats, which were black, ned 
littleof them showed above the water 
line.

The Inquest on the Body 
of Jas. H. Roberts. 


The inquest on the body of James 
H. 
Roberts, an old rnau 
who was 
found dead some live miles from Pine 
Grove on tho 5th instant, was resumed 
on the 11th instant at Pine Grove. 
It 
wus thought nt first that it was a case 
of murder, that the old man bad been 
killed for the purpose of securing 
money he had or was supposed to 
have out of au estate in Texas, tho 
report being that lie had 
been left 
85000 in cash and a halt interest in a 
ranch in that state. 
There was no 
testimony developed to show that he 
had received any money; indeed it is 
pretty well settled that the Jagacy 
was.not expected until the 10th, some 
ten days after be lost bis life. 
The jury found that deceased was a 
native of Kentucky, ugeil 05 years, 
and that he came to bis death by a 
dislocation of the neck, but how he 
received the fatal injury there was no 
evidonce to show, 
it is believed that 
it was a case of accidental death. 
Deceased 
was Jast seen alive on 
May 1st. 
lie visited tbe place of 
Cory McKenzie, some distance from 
his own oubin. 
He was addicted to 
drinking, but whether lie was under 
the ititiuonce of liquor on this oocas-

The cause of the rash act is un­ 
known Htid can only be conjectured, 
although cirouinRtnuces appear to 
Indicate that a checking of his ac­ 
counts and an examination of his 
papers may lead to the discovery of 
the motive. 
Lust, evening Postal 
Inspector L. if. Breaker aril veil 
from Stockton ami registered at the 
lintel, going from there direct to the 
post otiloe. Fivo minutes after his 
arrival Madsoti was dead. 
After 
greeting the inspector he excused 
bimselt, retired to the woodshed in 
the rear ot the building and Hied the 
fatal sbot. 
In the otHce at t.Iio time of the 
shooting, in addition to the inspector, 
were George Wilds and Miss May 
Brennan. Both stale that during tho 
day Madson was alfaide and pleasant 
as ever; that lie was in apparent good 
spirits. 
Tho news ot the suicido 
created great ixeitement in Angels 
and a crowd quickly gathered. Much 
regret is expressod because of ttie 
affair. 
Not only is there much 
sorrow in Angels, but also in Houora. 
it is aged grnndmotber, Mrs Boyd, 
who was ill at the time of the 
receipt of the news, was compihtely 
prostrated and fears are eutertaiued 
for her recovery. 
Madsou was born iu Sonora and 
was well known iu this city. 
Bis 
futher was an old-time merchant on 
Washington street. Both his parents 
are dead, and it is only comparatively 
recent that a sister, Mrs Banks, pass­ 
ed away. 
lie leaves a wife and ono 
child to mourn t(ie shocking affair. 
Madson has livod iu .Angels about 
fourteen years, sovon ot which ho 
served us postmaster. He was always 
a kind and obliging official, looked 
upon as thoroughly competent and 
reliahe An inquest will doubtless be 
held to determine, if possible, the 
cause of his death.—Times. 


New Postoffice Regulations. 
According to the new rules of the 
po9totdc,e departments, all registered 
letters marked “ deliver 
to the 
Bddressee in person” cannot be given 
out upon the written order of the 
addressee, says the Mail. Heretofore 
any registered lottor was delivered 
upon an order of the person to whom 
it was addressed, but according to 
the new rules if the letter is marked 
“ personal” it must be delivered iu 
person or returned to the sender. 
This means that parents or guardians 
are denied the right to receive the 
letter by virtue of their authority 
over the addressee. They can, how­ 
ever, forbid the delivery ot the same 
and in that case the letter will be 
returned to the sender.

Writers' Cramp. 
Writers’ cramp is a serious matter 
to people whose work requires that 
they use a pen very much, while for 
the unaccustomed writer who takes an 
afternoon off now and then to catch up 
with her correspondence it is. to say 
the least, very discouraging. The trou­ 
ble is more than muscular in this kind 
of cramp. A’cry often a low, nervous 
condition will cause it. Then one 
should take It as a warning that the 
system Is run down and needs general 
toning up. Very often, however, the 
trouble is all in the way you hold your 
pen.Children now in school are not like­ 
ly to he troubled with writers’ cramp, 
because they are taught to hold the 
pen lightly aud make all the move­ 
ments front the arm instead of the 
hand. The old fashioned method 
which most of us learned of holding 
the pen between the thumb and fore­ 
finger is also very likely to encourage 
a cramp. The muscles become tense 
and hard, until finally they contract so 
much that all control over them is 
lost. The pen should be held between 
the first two fingers, well up toward 
the joint The trouble may often be 
relieved by putting tile hand aud wrist 
Into the hottest water one can stand. 
—Boston Herald.

How Indians T a n Deerskin. 
The Eklit dressing o f the Indians, 
Dot it buffalo and deer skins, is general­ 
ly 
very 
beautiful 
a n d 
soft. 
They 
stretch the skin eith e r on a fram e or 
oil the ground, and a f te r it has rem ain­ 
ed there for three or fo u r days, with 
the brains spread over th e fleshy side, 
they grain it w ith a so rt of adz or 
chisel. 
After tho process of graining, 
though the skin is a p p a re n tly beauti­ 
fully finished, it p asses through an­ 
other process—th a t o f sm oking. 
For 
this they hang the sk in on 11 frame 
in a smoke proof house or tent. 
The 
fire is made at the b o ttom out of rot­ 
ten wood, which produces a strong and 
peculiar smell. The tire m u s t be smoth­ 
ered to make the sm oke. 
The grained 
skins must he kept in th e smoke for 
three or four days, a n d a fte r this the 
skins will always rem ain the same, 
even after being wet, w hich does not 
belong to the dressed sk in s in civilized 
countries.—“Life A m ong the Indians.”

The Partitions of Poland. 
There have been th re e partitions of 
Poland. 
The first w a s in 1772, when 
Prussia took the p ala tin a tes of Mal- 
berg, I'omeria and AA'nrmia, a p art of 
Culm and a p art of G re a t Poland. Aus­ 
tria took lied Russia, or Galicia; a 
p a rt of Podolia, Sandotnlr and Cracow, 
and Russia took W hite Russia, with all 
(lie p art beyond the D nieper. 
The sec­ 
ond partition was in 1703, by which 
Prussia acquired 
th e 
rem ainder of 
G reat and a portion of Little Poland, 
aud the Russian b o u n d ary w as ad­ 
vanced to the center o f L ithuanin and 
Volhyula. 
In the th ird an d final par­ 
tition, in 1705, A u stria had Cracow, 
with the country b etw een the Pillea 
uud the Vistula. 
P ru s sia had the cap­ 
ital, with the territo ry as fa r as tho 
Niemen, while the re s t w e n t to Russia. 
—New York American.

The 
following were elected delegates at large to the national con­ 
vention: 
Geo. A. Knight, M . H . De Young, Ju d ge Melvin, 
and Jaco b H. Neff. 
The latter was a candidate of the 
leaguers, and must have beaten Gen. Otis of Los A n geles. 
The A m ador delegation demonstrated their independence. 
They were tied to neither faction, and split evenly on the 
main issue. 
C. H. M cK inney and Win. G. S n yd er voted 
for the Roosevelt league candidates, and H. E . Potter and 
Dr. W oolsey with the regulars. 
Practically, Am ador count­ 
ed for naught. 
It is nevertheless true however, that political 
conventions would command far greater respect if e v e ry dele, 
gate acted like the Amador representatives, on tbeir indi, 
vidual convictions, uninfluenced by political intrigues.

Those vested with a brief authority mistake the spirit of 
their constituents very sadly if they imagine the people can 
be fooled all the time in this fashion. 
Political combination, 
backed by patronage, is stro n g ly entrenched, often power­ 
ful to perpetuate wrongly, but it is not as strong as the-sense 
of right among the masses of the voters. 
The intelligent 
appeal to public opinion m u st eventually break down a 
system so reeking with abuses. 
The abbetors are already 
trying to sidestep, by cutting out a few of the glarin g defects, 
but retaining sufficient to continue the same system . 
In 
the end it must fall, even though the builders go down with 


the building.
